• preached the doctrine of force. 


"The whole population was dragooned into subscrib- 


ing to the doctrine that 'might makes right.' 
Prejudices 


wore fanned into convictions that bred hate, and suspicion 
was at everyone's elbow to damn and convict the other 
fellow. All this was necessary, we were told, in order that 
the imperialistic aims of German 
autocrats might be 


thwarted. 
"So every bit of energy and intelligence of which the 


nation was possessed was dedicated to the work of violence 
and destruction. The latest and most efficient methods of 
taking human life were taught millions of young men, 
while older people were taught that any means was fair 
means in carrying on the fight. 


"Anyone who dared to denounce the enterprise was 


made the victim of mob hysteria that for savagery has no 
parallel in modern days. 


"The reign of violence today is but the reflex of the 


teachings of yesterday. The cheapening of human life as 
it is dsily expressed in killings is the fruit of the propa- 
ganda which justified all of the deadly mechanisms of 
yrar."We shudder when we read of the torture chamber 
methods of the Louisiana savages, forgetting that it is only 
a few short years ago that we were teaching millions of 
x>or young men the latest, most approved method of dis- 
emboweling an opponent with a bayonet. 


"We denounce the spying secrecy of'hooded bands, 


"working under the cover of darkness, forgetting how mil- 
lions of our best citizens indulged in spying and the breed- 
ing of suspicion as a daily part of their lives during the 
days of the war. 


"Today we hold up our hands in horror as the fruit of 


-our earlier activities are brot home to us. 'Violence begets 
TioJence' is true today as it always has been. We sow as 
•we reap. Six years ago we began sowing the wind; today 
.•we are reaping the whirlwind. 


"The Louisiana horror did not 'just happen.' 
It is a 


natural sequence of one of the major activities of our na- 
tional life during the World War." 


The Slippery Field Of Oil 


^rAHE papers have had much to say of late relative to the 
|JL Teapot Dome oil transaction. As an investigation is 
under way in Congress public interest, after a lapse of 
several months, is revived again. This interest involves not 
so much the outcome of the investigation, for it will doubt- 
Jess be a repetition of locking the stable after the colt is 
stolen, but in the merits of a case which is in itself as rotten 
a scandal for the present administration as the Ballingcr 
betrayal of the public was to the Taft administration. 


As detailed in many of the metropolitan papers this 


Teapot Dome affair is a shocking story. 
Tt will br remem- 


bered that a bargain was made between Secretary of the 
Interior Fall and Secretary of the Navy Denby on one 
hand, and oil magnates on the other, to turn over to a ncw- 
3y organized corporation a vast Government reserve of oil 
land in Wyoming that had been set aside for the exclusive 
benefit of the navy. The contract was signed with the full 
approval of President Harding. 
It was all done in the 


dark. Knowledge that such a deal had been consummated 
was accidentally discovered two week" later by Senator 
Kendrick. The details were forthcoming upon demands 
made by him and other Senators, notably LaFollette. 


The reserve originally was withdrawn under the Taft 


"Administration, and the purpose was to assure the oil- 
burning ships in the navy of a sure and adequate supply of 
fuel. It w.as a wise and important measure of self-defense, 
and the navy proceeded upon that assurance to the con- 
struction of additional vessels of the oil-consuming type. 
The excuse given for leasing it to a private corporation is 
that wells in adjoining fields might dram the Teapot Dome 
reserve—a possibility which is refuted by the very best 
authorities.
